JULY GARDENING 

Despite the usual July heat, there 
are some gardening chores to be 
done this month, 

You cab root shrub chttings late 
this month and mulch to keep the 
soil moist around them. 

Keep roses healthy and actively 
growing. Apply fertilizer, but wash 
the foliage to prevent burning if any 
fertilizer falls on the plants. 

Water annuals and perennials as 
needed. Spider mites can be a prob- 
lem during hot weather, so a miti- 
cide may be needed to control them. 
You can plant Iris and spider lily 
bulbs in July. 


Plant beans, field peas, rutabagas, 
squash, New Zealand spinach and 
Irish potatoes. If you are going to 
lant tomatoes for this fall, use limb 
cultings from your present plants. 
Almost any limb tips will develop 
roots, but well-matured limb tips that 
are 5-7 inches long make the best 
cuttings. Remove all leaves except a 
few at the tip of the limbs. Root 
them in sand, vermiculite or plain 
water, They will be ready to plant in 
about two weeks. Plant in laie after- 
noon or just ahead of a rain or 
cloudy period. Plants will need to be 
watered every day for a week. 

Finally, keeping flowers, shrubs, 
and vegetables healthy is a major 
task. Watch closely for diseases and 
insects.

Meat Industry Declares War On Fat

From livestock producers to feed- 
ers to packers to retailers, the meat 
industry has declared was on fat in 
beef, pork and lamb products. Be- 
cause consumers are demanding 
leaner meat, virtually all phases of 
the food chain have responded by 
producing and marketing meat prod- 
ucts tailored to consumer preferenc- 
es. 


This trend is most obvious in the 
meat counters of grocery stores. In 
1986, the average beef cut had 1/2 
inch of external, trimmable fat. By 
1988, the average cut had only 1.8 
inch of trimmable fat. Pork and lamb 
cuts have also followed a similar 
trend. In fact, a “fat war” has devel- 
oped betwéen retailers to such an ex- 
tend that many retailers are provide 
totally trimmed cuts at the meat 
counter. A recent national study 
showed that fat on retail meat cuts is 
not only trimmed at the grocery 
store, but 2:9 at home. Eighty-one 
percent of consumers trim some fat 
from meat cuts and 65 percent trim 
nearly all of the fat. 

As beef, pork and lamb cuts are 
trimmed closer, the nutritive value 
increases proportionately. The Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
has recently published the newly re- 
vised nutritional ccmposition of 


meat cuts to provide consumers with 
nutritional information on a “lean 
only“ basis as well as a “lean and 
fat” basis for beef and pork. The new 
infurmation will also be available for 
Jamb in the very new future. As a re- 
sult of this new nutrition information 
reflecting the leanness of beef, pork, 
and lamb, the American Heart Asso- 
ciation now recognizes lean meat as 
a viable and healthful source of pro- 
tein and other important nutrients to 
the American dict. 

Not only is the retailer responding 
to consumer demands for Iéan meat, 
but animals are being marked before 
they can become overly fat. Thus, 
the amount of “intramuscular fat, ‘or 
fat within the muscle, is reduced. 
This is important because it is the 
type of fat that you cannot trim away 
And more fat is being trimmed from 
the animals at the packing plants be- 
fore it is sent to the retailer. To pro- 
vide the kind of animal demanded by 
the packers and retailers, many 
ranchers and farmers are producing 
animals with superior trimness and 
muscling. Livestock producers are 
closely examining the genetics of 
their herds an flocks, trying to identi- 
fy those individuals that will pro- 
duce offspring with a minimum 
amount of fat and a maximum 
amount of taste appeal.

To prepare your food safely, 
kitchen appliances should work 
properly. Here are some tps for 
checking kitchen appliances. 

Use an oven thermometer to 
check the temperature in your con- 


water inside the oven and turn it on, 
The steam will condense on the oven 
surface and make food much easier 
to remove. The lemon juice will ab- 
sorb odors. When cooking foods in 
the microwave, follow the manual's 
direction. Some recipes call for a 10 
to 15 minute standing time after tak- 
ing foods from the oven to allow the 
cooking process to continue.

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Elba's Jr. High gym adds only $2,000 to construction contract

The Elba City School Board on 
Thursday night reviewed the plans 
for the new central office, named a 
new auditing firm, and approved the 
monthly financial statement which 
including paying teachers, supplies 
and accrued construction cost on the 
new school complex. They also re- 
viewed financial arrangements 
which add only $2,000 to the school 
construction contract but provide the 
sytem with the Jr High gym author- 
ized by the board several months 
ago. 

The central office will be situated 
on the hill overlooking the school 
park. Current plans call for it to have 
4,000 square feet of space, compared 
to 3750 in the old central office. The 
drawings presented to the board 
members showed the board room, 
with multiple glass windows looking 
Out over the schools, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
had been authorized by the board to 
Start preparing drawings for the fa- 
cility after it became apparent there 
would be enough money in the bud- 
get to fund the construction. 

The Enterprise firm of Barr, 
Brunson, Wilkerson and Bowden 
was recommended by the superinten- 
dent to perform the annual audit of 
the school funds. The board ap- 
proved the action after Pearce ex- 
plained the cost would be some 
$4,000 less than the price given to 
him in writing by the firm which has 
done the school audit for several 
years. 


A review of the financial state- 
ment showed the school system had 
general fund receipts of $178,722.51 
during June and expenditures, in- 
cluding payroll, from that fund of 
$194,245,24, 

Capital projects, which include 
the new school construction, showed 
expenditures of $314,985.39, The 
column on the report for USDE 
funds (federal funds from flood dam- 
age) showed $56,892.29 spent dur- 
ing the month, Those funds are spent 
on items approved by the govern- 
ment as replacements for like items 
lost in the flood of 1990, 

Pearce explained to board mem- 
bers that it wasn't necessary to issue 
a new contract for the addition of the 
Jr. High gym to the high school com- 
plex. He showed where a change or- 
der for $2,000 accomplished the 
same thing and avoided the legal 
hassle and the additional architect 
fees. 

Pearce explained that by moving 
parts of the project from the overall 
contract and paying for them from 
the federal flood damage funds, the 
whole thing was accomplished with 
a minimum cost to the school. 

FEMA funds will pay for the 
$30,000 to add irrigation to the foot- 
ball field; USDE funds will pay 
$5,00 for projection screens in the 
classrooms; $150,000 for food ser- 
vice equipment in the lunchrooms; 
$50,000 for sound reinforcing be- 
tween classrooms and $50,000 for 
chalk/tack boards in the classrooms. 
This $285,000 savings came within 
$2,00C of completely offsetting the

Cook said he 
was gratified Dr. 
Carter chose to 
practice Elba, He added, “We look 
forward to a long and happy rela- 
tionship with Dr, Carter in Elba. 
He comes to us highly recom- 
mended.” Cook noted that duritig

Pearce said the 
delay means it is almost impossible 
to expect construction of the high 
school to be complete by July 1992.

Annexation to Elba's city limits zoned

In last Thursday's Zoning Board's 
hearing, everything was smooth sail- 
ing. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
hear any opinions or opposition to 
the zoning of the areas annexed to 
the city limits of Elba in 1987, 

There were seven areas discussed 
by the board and recommendations 
approved for presentation to the city 
council for passing. 

Area One is located on the Bran- 
tley Highway (AL 189). The board 
recommended this be zoned for resi- 
dential - R2. 

The location of Area Two is on 
the Troy Highway (AL 87N), It was 


recommended by the board that this 
area be zoned R4 with is residential 
with allowances for mobile home 
placement. 

There are several mobile homes 
already situated in this area, 

It should be noted that areas 
zoned R2 and R3 allow for the 
placement of mobile homes on ap- 
peal, However, R1 zoning does not 
allow for the placement of mobile 
homes at all, 

Area Three located on the Brun- 
didge Highway (AL 125). The 
board's recommendation was that 
this be zoned residential - R2. 

Area Four on the New Brockton 
Highway (U.S. Hwy. 84B) received 
a recommendation from the board 


that it be zoned residential - R2, 

The extended city limits in Area 
Five received a split recommenda- 
tion for zoning which was that the 
first 200 feet be zone residential - R1 
and the remaining 300 feet be resi- 
dential - R4, 

The majority of the annexations 
involved land located 500 feet on ei- 
ther side of the highways named in 
the seven areas. 

Area Zix located on the Kinston 
Highway (Hwy. 1898S) and Area 
Seven located on AL 166 were both 
recommended to be zoned for agri- 
culture - AG1, 

These recommendations will be 
presented to the Elba City Council 
for action at the next meeting,

Chin-ups Camp needs public's help

The Coffee County Extension 
Service, Department of Human Re- 
sources and the Juvenile Court Sys- 
tem are joining forces to co-ordinate 
a “Chin-ups Camp” for youth at risk 
but they need the public's help. 

Numerous iidividuals and groups 


have already volunteered to supply’ 


manpower, but there is still a short- 
age of funds to finance the camp. 

In a meeting Monday of Chin-ups 
Committee members, it was made 
clear that if the money is not raised 
and raised quickly, the camp will 
have to be cancelled. 

The four-day camp will be held 
August 7-10 at the King's Vineyard 
Camp owned by the Coffee County 
Baptist Association, Participants will 
go and come daily to the camp. 

Teens, grades 7-9, have been se- 
lected to attend the camp on the ba- 
sis of improvements in personal 
growth and academic achievements 
made prior to camp, Approximately 
30-32 youngsters have been screene- 
dand selected to attend this camp. 

Objectives of the camp are to sig- 
nificantly increase youths’  self- 
esteem, reduce or eliminate delin- 
quent behavior, teach the youngsters 
how to express thoughts, feelings, 
and values in ways that strengthen 
parent-tcen relationships. Drugs, al- 
cohol and sexual behavior will also 
be discussed. 

The estimated cost of the camp is 
$6,000. This will provide facilities, 
food, program directors, transporta- 
tion, awards, and speakers for the 
camp. 

By raising the entire amount, the 
youngsters will be able to attend the 
camp at no charge to them or their 
parenyparents, Most of these kids 
come from single parent homes, 

Monday, July 22, is the deadline 
for raising the $6,000 needed to fi- 
nance the camp. 

Chambers County recently imple- 
mented this program and reported 
great success, 

Myrna Rhoades, Chin-ups Com- 
mittee Chairperson, stated that Mrs, 
Cynthia House from Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, who is a motivational expert, 
will be the camp program coordina- 
tor, She headed-up the successful 
program in Chambers County, 

Dan Presley with the Coffee 
County Extension Service said this 
is a good example of different agen- 
cies within the county working to- 
gether and pooling resources to ac- 
complish a common goal, 

Sandra Coffey, co-chairperson,

Stated that the children who will be 
attending this camp are not juvenile 
delinquents, but are ones wlio do 
show signs of low self-esteem or 
who are having problems adjusting 
well to their present situation. 

The camp will begin with a field 
trip to Kilby Prison in Montgomery 
and the youth detention facilities at 
Mt. Meigs. Also, a fun wip to the 
Montgomery Zoo will be enjoyed by 
the camp participants. They will then 
return to King's Vineyard for the re- 
mainder of the program. 

Vernetta DeRamus, who assisted 
in the screening of the cump partici- 
pants, said, “My involvement is a se- 
rious commitment to get kids back 
on track and tor prevent them from 
falling through the crack.” 

“There are plenty of kids out 
there who are in need of this pro- 
gram,” she continued. “If we lose 
our kids, we all go down!” 

Sandra Coffey said that anyone 
wishing to make a donation toward 
the program can contact the County 
Extension Service Office in New 
Brockton at 894-5596, 

Also, assistance in providing 
transportation for camp participants 
from their home to pickup points in 
Elba, New Brockton and Enterprise 
is needed, 

The program sponsors are hope- 
ful that the Chins-up Camp will be- 
come afm annual event for area 
youngsters who are deemed “youth 
at risk.”

That is 
the picture painted around the death of a ten-year-old who died last No- 
vember at an HRS center in Tampa. 


Even though 
it is no longer front page news and the headline trials are over, indepen- 
dent counsel Lawrence Walsh is still grinding away at top CIA officials 
who may have lied to congress about the illegal diversion of Iran arms- 
Sale money to Nicaraguan rebels. Right now this matter might again be- 
come front page wiih the nomination of Robert Gates to head the CIA. 
There continues to be accusations that Gates was a part of the cover-up, 
something he denies.

“But the fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance: against such 
there is no law” (Gal, 5:22,23).

Let us never make the mis- 
take of supposing that “the 
Spirit”, in Galatians 5:22,23, 
refers to “the spirit of man 
which is in him” (I Cor. 2:11). 
It refers rather to the Holy 
Spirit, the Spirit of God, who 
dwells in the believer, The 
spiritual virtues listed above 
do not spring from any 
goodness in us, but from the 
Spirit of God, dwelling 
within. 

Next, we should observe 
that these graces are not the 
product of human effort. The 
passage above declares that 
they are fruit, the fruit is the 
natural product of life and 
growth. Indeed, “the fruit of

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the Spirit” is here contrasted 
with “the works of the flesh” 
(Vers. 19-21), and these are 
all bad! 

Finally, it is a remarkable 
fact that the graces which 
the Holy Spirit produces in 
yielded believers, are cer- 
tainly not those which the 
world fosters and admires. 

The world admires self-con- 
fidence, self-respect, self-made 
men, intellectual prowess, 
power, etc., while the Spirit 
produces “Love, joy, peace, 
long-suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance.” But consider 
the difference. A man may 
have self-confidence, intellec- 
tual acumen, political or 
other power--and he may 
still be very difficult to live 
with, but not so with the vir- 
tues which the Spirit pro- 
duces. Of these who possess 
these graces the Apostle 
says: “Against such there is 
no Law.”

Vegetable Production In Coffee County 


Richard L. Peteher 
Assistant County Agent 

There is a great opportunity in 
Coffee County for an increase in 
fruit and vegetable production. In 
looking at peaches, Chilton County 


is the major peach production area of 


this state. We have both the soil, cli- 
mate and manpower for peach pro- 
duction here. One main advantage 
we have here is that our season usu- 
ally runs about two weeks ahead of 
Chilton County and that gives us 
quite an advantage in the market. 

There is an opportunity for pick- 
your-own (PYO) fruit and vegeta- 
bles in Coffee County. Peaches 
blackberries, blueberries, strawber- 
ries, and muscadines do well here. 
There are a few small berry farms 
here, but no where close to what the 
need is, It takes some skill to grow 
these crops and management skills 
to market them. One advantage with 
marketing PYO is that there are 
many people here who have lived in 
other areas of the country where 
there are pick-your-own fruit farms, 
and these people are accustomed to 
PYO and expect to find these farms 
here. Many people really enjoy 
PYO, First of all, the fruit quality is

STARFIRE 

Starfire has been giving excellent 
control of weeds in peanuts when it 
has been applied at the proper time 
and proper rate. I heard somebody 
say they are not getting good control 
so they are upping the rate. Upping 
these rates are to your disadvantage. 
First of all, the Starfire needs to be 
applied before the peanut starts 
blooming. Many of our peanuts have 
started blooming early this year be- 
cause of the extra moisture and 
warmth, On these late planted pea- 
nuts, you will want to apply the Star- 
fire when peanuts are young (ap- 
proximately 14 days old). You do 
not want to apply the Starfire too 
late in the afternoon either as Starfire 
does need sunshine to be activated. 
Spraying too late in the afternoon 
will give poor results.

The Coffee County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District will be ac- 
cepting applications from individu- 
als owning a_ poultry _ broiler 
operation for cost share on a poultry 
composter/dry stack facility. 

Persons living in the Double 
Bridges Watershed of Coffee County 
are eligible to sign up for a dead bird 
composter. The composter is a new 
method farmers are using to dispose 
of dead chickens, It involves a pro- 
cess of layering chicken litter, pea- 
nut hull and dead chickens in a bin, 
Over a total of 28 days the dead 
chickens are tumed into a rich ferti- 
lizer that-ean be applied to the land, 

Any poultry producer in Coffee 
County that has a need can apply for 
a poultry dry stack facility, This dry 
stack facility is a pole barn that is de- 
signed to store chicken litter in until 
it is needed either to feed or apply as 
fertilizer.

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LDDS offers commission 30 to 35 &y~ 
percent savings on LD phone calls |

Representatives from LDDS 
(Long Distant Discount Service) of 
Montgomery offered a proposed sav- 
ings to the Coffee County Commis- 
sion of 30 to 35 percent on long dis- 
tant phone calls. 

Robin Earl Morgan and Alan 
Henderson with LDDS told the com- 
missioners in Monday morning's 
meeting that after reviewing the 
county's phone bill, they felt that a 
savings of $15,000 to $20,000 annu- 
ally could be realized by the county. 

Henderson noted: that the imple- 
mentation of the LDDS_ system 
would not in any way affect the 
present local service or.change any 
of the county's telephone equipment. 
GTE South will still provide equip- 
ment and local telephone service to 
the county facilities. 

One example of savings given to 
the commissioners was that present- 
ly it cost .36¢ per minute to call Do- 
than but with LDDS's system it will 
cost only .18¢ per minute, 

Other features offered by LDDS 
included an individual security code 
for persons using the phone systern 
and a computer printout by depart- 
ment of all long distant phone calls. 

Each individual using the system 
is given an access code number (two 
or three digits) thus preventing unau- 
thorized use of the phones to make 
long distant calls. The computer 
printout provides the commission 
with an accounting tool to monitor 
usage of the phone system. 

The commissioners asked for a 
list of present users of the LDDS 
system so that they could contact 
them about the service. Morgan and 
Henderson agreed to provide them 
with a list of local area subscribers. 

A decision on the system will be 
made after the commission has re- 
viewed the service and spoken with 
other users. 

The commissioners heard a re- 
quest from Andy Plant, a member of 
the Elba Rescue Squad, for a lot or 
parcel of land in or near Elba. The 
squad would like to construct a 
building for equipment storage. 


Pant informed the commission 
that plans have already been ap- 
proved for the construction of a new 
building to house the squad but it 
will not be large enough, according 
to him, to house all of the squad's 
equipment. 

Elba's old city hall building was 
being used prior to the March '90 
flood as a home for the Elba Rescue 


Squad. Due to structural damaged , 


sustained from flood waters, the 
building had to be demolished. 

The new 3,000 square foot build- 
ing is to be erected on the old city 
hall site as is the new senior citizens’ 
facility. Funds for the two structures 
are being provided by FEMA (Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agen- 
cy). 
All of the commissioners voiced 
their support of the Elba Rescue 
Squad as well as all the other squads 
in the county. 

The commissioners asked Plant to 
allow them time to look at all their 
options and that he examine other 
options with the City of Elba. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton asked that Plant. check back 
with the commission after reviewing 
all the options. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
commissioners that the repairs to 
flood damaged roads should be com- 
pleted by late September or éarly 
August. 

Pool also stressed the fact that the 
“complaint crew" (the highway de- 
partment crew responsible for fixing 
“pot holes" and "rough shoulders" on 
the county's paved roads) needs bet- 
ter addresses or locations than they 
have been geiting of spots needing 
repair work, Also, the crew needs to 
know all the repair sites prior to 
moving into the area. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley presented a request from 
Sheriff Brice Paul for an additional 
$5,000 in the sheriff department's 


budget. ie 
According to Mobley, the sheriff 
stated that the additional monies 


would be used for automobile repair 
and gasoline for department vehicles 
if it was required, 

Eagerton said, “Brice has worked 


real hard this year to stay within his 
budget. He took his cut like every- 
body else at the beginning, He didn't 
get new cars or anything,” 

“He has cut more percentage wise 
than any other department,” stated 
Mobley. 

One possible source for the mon-, 
ey, according to Eagerton,”is the 
Road and Bridge Fund.

Leroy Harrison Bullard to 
celebrate 100th birthday 


Leroy Harrison (Roy) Bullard, 
son of Mr, and Mrs, Frank Bullard, 
was born on July 31, 1891, in Ar- 
gyle, Florida, which is located in 
Walton County. He had two broth- 
ers, Willie and Alton, both of whom 
are now deceased. 

When Mr. Bullard was six years 
old, his family moved to Elba, Ala- 
bama, They traveled on a drey cart 
drawn by oxen. The family left early 
one morning, camped over night, 
and then arrived in Elba the next day 
late in the evening. 

Mr. Bullard served in World War 
I from August 1916 until December 
1918, On September 6, 1923, Mr. 
Bullard married Estelle Grimes, the 
daughter of Joshua English Grimes 
and Charity Foley Grimes, at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Grimes in the 
Curtis Community, The couple was 
living in Elba during she Flood of 
1929, At this time, the Bullards’ son 
Harry had the German measles, 
Their home was destroyed by the 
flood, and the family moved to Opp, 
Alabama, where Mr, Bullard operat- 
ed the Chevrolet Dealership for two 
years, 

Mr. Bullard became a member 
and a deacon of the New Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in the Curtis Com- 
munity in 1930, In 1932 the Bullaids 
moved to Curtis to the homeplace of 
his wife. The couple still resides 
there today. 

Over the years, Mr. Bullard has 
had several different jobs, He drove 
cows from Elba to Opp. The driyers 
rode horses to drive the cows, and 
the drivers furnished their own hors- 
es, Mr, Bullard recalls that the cows 
would stop along the road to drink 
water when it was found, Mr, Bul- 
lard received $1.25 per day as his 
salary. However, .25 was used to 
buy food for the horses, and Mr, 
Bullard paid another .25 for food for 
himself, Mr. Bullard also worked for 

Dorsey Trailers for twelve years as 
shop and sales manager. At this time 
Dorsey Trailers was located in ihe 
downtown section of Elba, After 
working at Dorsey Trailers, Mr, Bul- 
lard worked as a substitute mail car- 
rier, He earned a salary of $2.00 per 


day. He had to furnish his own horse 
and buggy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bullard have one 
son, Harry Bullard, three grandchil- 
dren, Harriett Boyd, Mike Bullard, 
and Shayne Bullard, They also have 


three great-grandchildren, Bo Boyd, 
Vaughn Boyd, and Jonathan Bul- 
lard. 

Mr. Bullard still enjoys gardening 
and driving his car, and he reads 
without glasses! ‘

The piece of land being sold is 
part of the Industrial Park that is on 
the South side of Hickman's storage 
facility. The property is 230 feet 
long X 32 feet wide. 

An appraisal on the property indi- 
cated a value of $1912. However 
Mayor Fred Moore recommended ‘it 
be sold for the expansion at $1500.

Mayor Fred Moore re- 
ported to the council that all seven 
areas zoned appeared to be repre- 
sented at the zoning meeting last 
week, He added that the residents 
were apparently satisfied with the 
zonings decisions.
